autumn crops harvested in the Kowloon 
province, knd that “ the defidit ia therofore 
“an indication of local prosperity.” . Rica 
is always a disturbing factor in tho trade 
returns if tho totals only be looked at, for 
aa. in 1896-97 it muy’ cause a variation be- 
;tween any tivo years of as much as one 
seventh, according to the character of the 
local crops. The opium trade, being a cons- 
tantly declining one, is another item which 
tends to vitiate the accuracy of comparisons 
based on the totaly of any two years. Tho 
imports of forcign goods into China through 
the Kowloon and Tappa atatious and the 
port of Canton in 1888, the year after tho 
Kowloon aud Lappa stations passed undor 
the -control of the Foreign Inspectorate 
amounted te Tis.
